mapufacturers apd business men generally,

Vate commercial records of the bureau and
prepares & list of sush firma. Thess records
contaln data on prominent merchants In wll
parts of the world; not merely thelr naimes
and ad@resses, Lut the llnes they handle,
their forelgn connections, their references
and statements of their financial standing
and moral atrgrity.

“With the thought of letter writing comes
the gquestion of language. Again the facili-
ties of the foreign trade bureau are at the
service of the manufacturer. Tha bureau
malctains & weli-equipped translation de-
partment, able to handle any commercial
Janguage, the employes of which are not
mere linguists, but men who know the lan-
puage and who know commerce, |ts usages
Aand terms.*
